Artificer Chaffee. Lieutenant IH. G. 
Good, commander of the vessel, WIB 
blinded. 
His condition 
is critical. 


Lieutenant Skinner, an officer o"f the 
submarine boat, subsequently died of 
ais injuries. Only one man of the en- 
tire crew escaped 
uninjured. Two 


stokers were killed. The first explos- 
ion is Relieved to have occurred while 
the crew were engaged in filling the 
gasoline tanks preparatory TO proceed- 
ing outside the harbor. 
The "'A-5" 


caught fire after the first explosion. 
When thip explosion occurred a nura- 
»er of the crew of the torpedo gun- 
boat Hazard volunteered to-go to the 
rescue of the submarine boat's crew, 
but hardly had they got on'board'the 
"A-5" when a second explosion ' took 


, place, and all the rescuers were more 


or less injured. The submarine boat 
was afterward docked and an official 
statement says the vessel has not suf- 
fered much damage 


The "A-5"' was a new bout and only 


left her builders oil Saturday. "After 
extensive and satisfactory trials she 
was ordered to Queeustown for the 
purpose of familiarizing military offi- 
cers with the appearance of a sub- 


, jaaarlre boat Sixty army officers were 
^ILpresent to witness 'the diving experi-

The crew were entirely volunteers. 
The explosion, which was of the vio- 


- lence of a big gnn and vta-s heard ten 


miles away, shook the submarine con- 
Toy, the Hazard, from stem to stern. 
Dense volumes of stnoTce were seen 
Immediately pouring trom the only 
outlet of the hapless submarine. The

rescuers report that it was only by 
'» superhuman efforts that they were 


able to force their -way through the 
Btifling fumes 
The cause of the ex- 


plosion is unknown

or Liitbur nntl Food. 


Tbe laborers In China work long' 


hour*, and their meals are supplied by 
the employer 
Their food consists of 


rice, partaken of twice a day, with now 
and then u few vegetables or pieces of 
salt fish or pork as a relish Tea is also 
furnished to them in unlimited quanti- 
ties. They begin work as soon as day- 
light appears and continue until be- 
twceu 8 and 0 o'clock at night, the re- 
cent introduction of kerosene oil length- 
ening their hours of labor. The work- 
man eats and Hleeps in the shop v\ here 
he is employed. 


Not only do the male workers have a 


trades union or guild of their own, but 
so also have the employers. To these 
guilds are referred all disputed ques- 
tions of labor and food, which, as a 
rule, are amicably settled. The opera- 
tives seem to take it for granted that 
their employers can properly claim ev- 
ery moment of their time from early 
morning until night unless about thir- 
ty minutes set npart for each meal of 
rice and vegetables be excepted. When 
the two guilds fail to arrive at a satis- 
factory settlement of a dispute the em- 
ployers simply close up the shops. 


Canton boast* of over seventy trades 


guild*. These guilds have line halls 
and spacious courtyards', where their 
members meet daily and discuss the af- 
fairs of their respective trades and 
other matters.

PIECES JETER II 


Intended n» a Protection 


from Sward Cnts. 


It Is probable that the epaulet was 


originally intended as a protection to 
the shoulder from sword ^cnts rather 
Ihnu as tin ornament. Ever since 1793 
they have been worn by commissioned 
officers of the British u.ivy. According 
to the officer's rank rhey vary in de- 
sign. A suhlieutenant wears only one 
composed of gold lace; other ranks two. 
The degree of rank is shown by crown1;. 
anchors and stars worked in silver up- 
on the epaulets and also by the thick- 
ness of the cord of which they are com- 
posed. Previous to the Crimean war 
epaulets were worn by both officers 
and men of the army. Here, as in the 
navy, distinction was shown both in 
their texture and design. Those of the 
officer were made of gold braid, while 
with the rank and file they were mere- 
ly of worsted.—London Telegraph.

The laboiers In China work Ions' 


hours, and their metils sire supplied by 
the employer. Their food consists of 
1'ice. partnken of twice a day. with nmv 
and then a few veaotablos or piece* of 
salt fish or pork as a relish. Tea is alvi 
luriiishwl to them in unlimited quauti- 
tiev They begin work as soon as day- 
light appears and continue until be- 
tween 8 and 9 o'clock at night, the re- 
cent introduction of kerosene oil length- 
ening their hours of labor. The work- 
man eats and sleeps in the shop where 
he is employed 


Not only do the male workers have a 


trades union or guild of their own, but 
so also have the employers. To those 
guilds are referred all disputed ques- 
tions of labor and food, which, as a 
rule, are amicably settled. The opera- 
tives seem to take it for granted that 
their employers can properly claim ev- 
ery moment of their time from early 
morning until night unless about thir- 
ty minutes set apart for each meal of 
rice and vegetables be cxcepted. When 
the two guilds fail to arrive at a satis- 
factory settlement of a dispute the em- 
ployers simply close up the shops. 


Canton boasts of over seventy trades 


guilds. These guilds have fine halls 
and spacious courtyards, where their 
members meet daily and discuss the af- 
fair* of their respective trades and 
other matters.

There 
have been many disturbances and rev- 
olutions, and debts have been contract- 
ed beyond the power of the republic 
to pay. 
Some of these debts vrere 


properly contracted and are held by 
those who have a legitimate right to 
their 
money. 
Others 
are 
without 


question Improper or exorbitant. 
The 


only way by which foreign creditors 
could ever obtain from the republic 
itself any guaranty of payment would 
be either by the acquisition of terri- 
tory outright or temporarily, or else 
by taking possession of the customs 
houses, which would of course in it- 
*«lf in effect be taking posession of a 
certain amount of territory. 


"It has for some time been obvious 


that those who -profit 
by the Mon- 


roe doctrine must accept certain re- 
sponsibilities along with the rights 
which it confers; and that the same 
statement applies to those who uphold 
the doctrine. 
It cannot be too often 


and too emphatically asserted that the 
United States has not the slightest de- 
sire for territorial aggrandizement at 
the expense of any of its southern 
neighbors, and will not treat the Mon- 
roe doctrine as an excuse for such 
aggrandizement on its part. 
We do 


not propose to take any part of Santo 
Domingo, or exercise any other con- 
rol over the island save what is neces- 
sary to its financial rehabilitation in 
connection with the collection of reve- 
nue, part of which will be turned over 
to the government to meet the neces- 
aary expense of running it, and part 
of which will be distributed pro rata 
among the creditors of the republic 
upon a basis of abeelute equity. 
The 


Jmtification for the United States tak- 
ing this burden and incurring this re- 
sponsibility is to be found in the fact 
that it is incompatible with the inter- 
national equity for the United States 
to refuse to allow other powers to 
talve the only means at their disposal 
of satisfying the claims of their cred- 
itors, and yet to refuse itself to take 
any such steps." 


Received Army and Navy. 


Washington. Feb. 17—President and 


Mis Roosevelt's reception to the army 
and navy, the last of the formal even- 
ing social levees at the White house 
for the season of 1905. was the largest 
and most brilliant of any of the recep- 
tions thus far this season. 
Practically 


all the officers of the army and navy 
stationed in Washington were present 
Invited to meet the guests of honer 
were the diplomatic corps, headed by 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, the justices of the supreme court, 
the members of the military and naval 
affairs committee of the senate and 
house, and prominent representatives 
of Washington and out of town society 


New Canal Bill Reported. 


Washington FHj. 17—Without wait- 


ling for the Mann canal bill to come 
ovar from the house the senate com- 
mittee on Irittjpoeanic canals author- 
ized Senator Kittridge to prepare a 
new bill for t|ie committee ami in- 
troduce it to the senate, which was 
done. Tbe committee has been sitting 
for several weeks, Iiavine; before it the 
Mann bill as originally reported in the 
house and the amendments reported 
t>n Feb. 1 
Tbe Mann bill provided 


specifically for the repeal of that part 
of the canal act authorizing the ip- 
oointment of the isthmian canal com- 
mission and fixing its duties and pow- 
ers. 
This section is eliminated from 


the senate bill and the entire ques- 
tion is covered in 
the first section 


which extends the present canal act 
The bill introduced "by Senator Kit- 
tredge follows out practically all the 
remaining provisions of the .Mann bill, 
but pwvides also a number of new 
fcaturns 
One important change i& in 


the section which extends the author- 
ity now enjoyed by the president for 
the control of the eanal zone. 
The 


eenatft bill extends this authority until 
the end of the next regular session of 
congress, while the Mann hill provided 
for an extension until the end of the 
next congress.
